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BOLL WEEVILS 


| Here is some information on 


the boll weevil and his damage. 

A boll weevil punctured square 
will remain on the plant an ave- 
rage of seven days after being 
punétured. 

Boll weevils prefer squares from 
seven days old to three days be- 
fore blooming. A boll must be 
approximately 20 days ok! before 
it is safe from boll weevil dam- 


Female boll weevils live for 
around 16 days in fruiting cot- 
ton. During this time each fe 
male will. deposit an average of 
seven eggs a day or around 80 
eggs in squares. It takes an 
average of around 18 days for 
& generation of boll weevils to 
develop in a cotton square. 

Not only do female weevils de- 
stroy squares by making egg- 
laying punctures, but the feeding 
punctures made by male boll weey- 
ils will also cause a square to 
shed.
